Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Nicholas proposes to employ 
any thermoplastic material as intermediate bonding layer, whereas the instant invention is directed to polypropylene. In response to 
applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where 
the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 
800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Vinod teaches the conventionality of an intermediate polypropylene layer used in a 
decorative layered composite material. Applicant further argues the references are non-analogous art because Vinod teaches about a 
carpet and thus describes a completely different structure. Examiner respectfully disagrees because Vinod teaches a layered composite 
material (column 1, lines 39-65) which meets the claimed invention, which is directed to a layered composite material. 
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
